ed for their care. Other wives, 
who buy eggs for their table, 
can appreciate what 3,000,000 
eggs mean by way of an income 
for Johnson and his wife.

these families will be fo und. 
Last Christmas a repo rter in & certain city 
decided to visit the jail on Christmas Day when 
the priso ners we re served with turkey, aressmg, 
mince pie, ice cream and o ther line things on 
the menu, which was 
followed with an enter­ 
tainm ent pro vided by the good people of that 
city. 
This repo rter then went to the reco rds of 
some o f the priso ners and fo und that a 
large 
percentage of them were in jail fo r abando ning 
their families, no n-suppo rt or were in jail fo r 
into xicatio n, 
Then the repo rter looked up the reco rds of 
these families at ho me, and fo und that rfiany of 
s ;.:m were suffering fo r food and the children 


i were iivmg in misery. 
Some were being cared 
fo r and fed by* charity and o thers showed that 
the mo thers were at work earning mo ney 
to 
keep the children to gether. 
The repo rter's idea was that delinquent fath­ 
ers sho uld be made to work and be paid a living 
wage by the city, instead of being kept in idle­ 
ness and in turkey and ice cream in co mfo rt of 
a mo dern jail, the mo ney to go to the suppo rt of 
the families. 
He would keep dad boxed up un­ 
til he go t the work habit so tho ro ughly that he 
would co ntinue it o utside. 
It would no t do to abando n the idea of pun­ 
ishing evildoers. 
The 
experience of 
centuries 
pro ves that punishment pays. 
But it is no t hu-, 
mane o r intelligent to punish the inno cent alo ng 
with the 
guilty.

jury as the penalty fo r killing two people. 
In 
bo th cases and in all cases like them it will be 
futile to appeal to the go verno r fo r mitigatio n oi 
the sentences. 
Ilis rule is inflexible and he will 
no t resto re the right to drive, of which the driver 
is auto matically deprived fo r a year as a result 
of his co nvictio n. 
That would be an excellent policy fo r the 
pardo ning po wer in all states to ado pt. It would 
be o ne mo re means of curbing what has gro wn 
to be a public menace o f first magnitude.

James Monroe, the fifth presi­ 
dent of the U. S., was bo m, April 
29, 1758, in Westmo reland co un­ 
ty, Virginia. He was descended 
fro m Captain Monroe, an officer, 
in the army of King 
Charles 
First o f England, who emigrated, 
with o ther Cavaliers, to Virginia. 
James Monroe was a so n of 
Spencer 
"Monroe 
and 
Elisa 
(Jo nes) Monroe. 
He 
attended 
William and Mary’s college, bus 
never graduated, as upo n 
the 
o utbreak o f the Revo lutio n, he 
entered the army 
as a cadet. 
His military career was sho rt 
but glo rio us. He fo ught at Har­ 
lem, White 
Plains 
and 
was 
wo unded, in actio n at Trento n. 
He was pro mo ted fo r gallantry 
o n the field and served as aide- 
de-camp 
to 
Lo rd 
Stirling, 
thro ugh the campaign o f 1777-3 
and to o k part in the 
engage­ 
ments of Brandywine, German­ 
to wn and Mo nmo uth. 
After this campaign, he left 
the army and began 
o f law with Jefferso n 


when Co rnwallis invaded Vir­ 
ginia, he served as a vo lunteer 
and later was sent so uth by the 
go verno r of Virginia, to co llect 
military info rmatio n. Serving as 
state legislato r in 1782, 
he was 
elected to the House o f Repre­ 
sentatives, where he was serving 
when married. In 1790 he was 
cleeted United States 
Senato r 
and served until in 1794, when 
he was appo inted 
to succeed 
Go uvener Mo rris as minister to 
France. 
This appo intment was made 
by Washingto n, but o ne o f Jo hn 
Adams* first acts, when presi­ 
dent, was vto recall 
Monroe, 
who se 
81-co ncealed 
sympathy 
with the Freiich revo lutio n was

o f do ubtful 
legality,

sanctio ned by co ngress and the 
peo ple generally. It gave us the 
Mississippi river and an empire

Fro m Paris, Monroe was sent 
to Spain to assist Pinckney in 
an attem pt to adjust bo undary 
disputes, which were o nly finally 
settled later when he became 
president. In 1807 he went ¿o 
England and with Pickney made 
a pro test against the impress­ 
ment, o f American sailo rs, by the 
British. It was then a do ctrine 
of the British go vernment that, 
•once a British subject, always 
o ne.” Under o ur naturalizatio n 
laws, the subject o f any natio n, 
who co mplies with o ur 
admis­ 
sio n laws, beco mes entitled 
to 
the same pro tectio n as do es a 
native bo rn citizen. England ig­ 
no red this law and upo n num ­ 
ero us o ccasio ns 
sto pped o ur 
m erchant vessels and to o k fro m 
them naturalized citizens and 
fo rced them to serve o n British 
ships. 
France and England were at 
war, and while the French in- 
terferred with o ur

Few men ever came to 
the office o f president better 
fitted by experience,. to fill the o n the Rock, 
po sitio n, than did James Mo n­ 
roe, March 4, 1817. Mo nroe was 
re-elected in 1820, with little o p­ 
po sitio n. 
Rufus King of New Yo rk re­ 
ceived o nly 34 electo ral vo tes 
and Mo nro e 18$, in his first elec­ 
tio n and 228 in his seco nd elec­ 
tio n, to one fo r Jo hn Quincy Ad­ 
ams, cast by a New Hampshire 
electo r. 
Mo nro e’s administratio ns were 
very eventful but peaceful. The 
army and navy were increased, 
co mmerce pro tected and he in­ 
fused vigo r and efficiency 
in 
every department 
o f 
go vern­ 
ment. The “Era of good felling” 
saw* the close of his last term. 
Flo rida was purchased, the Mis­ 
so uri Co mpro mise passed and 
many o ther no table events hap­ 
pened, but the “Mo nro e Doc­ 
trine” will fo r all time remain, 
as the mo st eventful reminder oi 
his administratio n. 
Let us see what it was, as it is 
much talked of, but seldo m ex­ 
plained. He had, as 
president, 
ackno wledged the independence 
of Mexico and the So uth Amer­ 
ican republics and, in 
a mes­ 
sage to co ngress, stated it to be 
an American do ctrine that, “ei­ 
ther entangling alliances, in the 
bro ils of Euro pe no r suffering 
the po wers o f the Old World to 
interfere with the New, and 
th at any 
attempt, 
to extend 
their system to any po rtio n of 
this hemisphere, would be dan­ 
gero us to o ur peace and safety, 
and the manifestatio n of an un­ 
friendly dispo sitio n to ward the 
United States.” 
Russia’s Ukase, issued in 1821, 
fo rbidding navigatio n and fish­ 
ing within 100 miles of the west 
co ast of Alaska and so uth to the 
fifty-first parallel, was ano ther 
o bjective of the “Mo nro e Doc­ 
trine.” Seward as secretary oi 
state in 1867, settled the Alaska 
questio n 
l^y buying 
Russian 
America fo r $7,200,000, and Sam 
Yo ung says it was cheap 
“as 
snow balls.” 
In 1785, while 
a representa­ 
tive, in co ngress, fro m Virginia, 
he met 
Elizabeth Ko rtright, 
daughter of Captain Ko rtright, 
o f the British 
army, who 
in 
1783 has settled in 
New York 
City. She was the yo ungest of 
fo ur daughters and a reigning 
so ciety belle, when she was m ar­ 
ried to James Monroe, in 1786. 
They to o k up residence at Fred­ 
ericksburg, Spo tsylvania co unty, 
Virginia. In 1794, Monroe was 
appo inted by 
Washingto n to 
succeed 
Go uvener 
Mo rris 
at 
Paris to be recalled by President 
Adams’ as his first official act. 
Mrs. Mo nro e acco mpanied her 
husband o n all his fo reign mis­ 
sio ns, and is said to have been 
the mo st attractive of the many 
ladies who attended the co urt of 
St. Cloud, because of her digni­ 
fied 
manners 
and 
« striking 
beauty. At this time LaFayette 
was in a dungeo n, at Olmutz, in 
Austria and his wife in a French 
priso n, under sentence of death. 
To this priso n Mrs. Monroe went 
in the carriage of state used by 
the 
American minister 
and 
so ught and o btained 
an 
au­ 
dience with the Marchio ness, 
and in the presence o f her jail­ 
ors, assured her o f the pro fo und 
interest and sympathy of 
the 
American peo ple fo r her. 
Her 
visit made at her husband’s re­ 
quest caused a stay of executio n, 
which had been set fo r th at day. 
Mrs. Lafayette was released, left 
Paris and made her way to her 
husband and vo luntarily shared 
his impriso nment. 
Bo th 
were 
finally released after Lafayette 
had been 
a priso ner fo r five 
years and his wife 22 mo nths, 
their release 
being 
bro ught 
abo ut by the influence o f Wash­ 
ingto n 
and Napo leo n. Monroe 
was recalled because of his o ut 
spo ken sympathy with French 
revo lutio n. 
After his return he was elected 
go verno r o f Virginia and served 
three years, when he was sent 
to France, by President Jeffer­ 
so n, as envo y extrao rdinary, to 
assist Livingsto ne in the 
pur­ 
chase o f Lo uisiana, which they 
acco mplished. Fro m 
Paris he 
went to Madrid, to attem pt a 
settlement o f the Spanish tro u­ 
bles, in Flo rida. Fro m Madrid he 
went to Lo ndo n to relieve Pinck­ 
ney as minister, and 
returned 
ho me o nly to bco me secretary oi 
state under Madiso n, who be­ 
came president March 4, 1809. 
During all his fo reign missio ns 
.his wife had been with him and 
they now were living at Oak Hill 
in Lo uden co unty, Va. When he 
became secretary o f state they 
to o k residence in Washingto n, 
but so o n after Mrs. Mo nro e and 
her two daughters returned to 
Oak Hill where they co ntinued 
to 
reside, until March 
1817.

CURBING RECKLESS DRIVING 


In the very important and difficult task of 


curbing reckless driving, especially by drunken 
"drivers the authorities have a powerful weapon 


• in the right to revoke personal licenses to oper- 


ate motor vehicles.

v.' •; i oblivious of the rights of the public, its 
s- .-jiv and his own, will refrain from drinking 
W_HTi'li3 is driving'a car and will otherwise obey 
the" law when the penalty for violation, is re- 
vocation of his right to drive. 


Governor Hairy Flood Byrd, of Virginia, has 


made it an inviolable rule not to consider any 
application for pardon or commutation of sen- 
tence imposed in the case of men. who are con- 
victed of reckless driving while under the in- 
fluence of liquor. 
Doubtless his attitude has 


been responsible for a decrease to the number 
of such cases, although Virginia has produced 
quite enough aggravated offenses of the kind to 
make such a rule advisable. 


One instance was that of a bootlegger who 


dashing through the streets of a large city at 
midnight, ran down and killed a man and his 
wife as they stepped from the curb and another 
was that of a whiskey runner whose car ran over 
' a colored child and dragged the body a f ull mile 
before the befuddled driver realized 
anything 


was wrong, although he was repeatedly hailed 
by horrified people on the sidewalks. 


In one of these cases scant justice was done 


- „ r-;mo bv a year in jail decreed by the trial 
jury as" the penalty for killing two people. In 
both cases and in all cases like them it will b£ 
futile to appeal to the governor for mitigation of 
the sentences. His rule is inflexible and he will 
not restore the right to drive, of which the drivei; 
is automatically deprived for a year as a result 
of his conviction. 


That would be an excellent policy for the 


pardoning power in all states to adopt. It would 
be one more means of curbing what has grown 
to be a-public menace of first magnitude.
